have been made in America at 
carious times, during the past 
half century, each of which has 
revealed that a surprisingly large 
cumber of persons are depend- 
ent on their daily work for all 
or a considerable part of their 
means of livelihood. 


These statistics, while varying 


to a small degree, 
tell the same gen- 
eral story of an ap- 
palling percentage 
of persons who, up 
to the time of their 
death, failed to ac- 
cumulate

sum. 
They bring 


home with solemn 
emphasis the ne- 
cessity 
of 
thrift

protection 


against adversity. 


If present gen- 


eral conditions are 
to be judged by those found in 
various parts of the country at 
different periods during the past 
fifty years from 80 to 90 per 
cent, of our people leave no 
estates at the time of their death 
and only a comparatively small 
additional 
number 
leave ac- 


cumulations of any appreciable 
amount. 


One of the findings, covering 


an examination of court records 
in a large Eastern city, revealed 
that 89 per cent, of the adults 


who died during the period 
under 
investigation 
left 
no 


estates at all; that more than 92 
per cent, left less than SI,000 
and that more than 98 per cent, 
left less than 510,000. 


Another investigation revealed 


that at the time and place of the 
inquiry, only 3 per cent, of all 
persons 65 years of age were in- 
dependent or self-sustaining. 


While statistics 


of this nature are 
necessan 
incom- 


plete, the fact can- 
not be overlooked 
that even.- careful 
inquiry of the kind 
has revealed that a 
large percentage of 
our 
people 
are 


w holly or almost 
entirely dependent 
on wages or sal- 
aries for their live- 
lihood and that if 
they suddenly lost 
their positions and 


were not able to nnd another in 
a short time their condition 
would be deplorable. 


The lesson to be learned from 


these grave facts is obvious. Xo 
one can tell what the future will 
bring. 
Xo one can afford to 


take chances.
